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HEALTH BOARD REPORT. 


=S—(Q)}- 


The Health Board beg leave herewith to present 
their annual report. 

There have been only a few complaints brought 
to the attention of the board and in every case a 
thorough investigation has been made and advice 
given for the abatement of the nuisance and an 
improvement of the conditions which has been 
willingly complied with. 

One case only of Scarlet fever has been Ha dg 
which was quarantined according to law. 

In the Fall there was an outbreak of Typhoid fever 
among the Finns residing at Stone Hill, so called, 
and eleven cases were reported, five of which were 
quite severe. Three of the cases were removed to 
the Eliot City Hospital at Keene, as there was no 
facilities for their proper care at home, the cases all 
made a good recovery. 

The board carefully examined the Sanrouneines 
of the premises for the source of contagion, which 
because of the unhealthy condition, we inferred could 
easily become a source of contamination, but because 
of the fact that the first cases were of men engaged 
in a certain gang upon the Quarry, who obtained 
their water supply from a spring afew rods away, 
which we found had become contaminated from 
filth above the spring which had filtered into it, we 
were led to suspect that there was the source of the

trouble and the use of the water was ordered 
discontinued. A careful investigation is always 
needed in those cases to reveal the true source of 
contagion, and we feel that with the help of a State 
Bacterealogical Laboratory we shall receive just the 
aid in the further examination of suspected matter 
that will help us most materially to find the causes 
of many cases of contagious disease that would 
otherwise remain unknown.

We can report our fire department in very good 
condition both the steamer and hand machines in 
good repair, The hose is very. good but not 
sufficient in quantity, would recommend that there 
be not less.than 500 ft. new, purchased as the 
machines can do better service with a good supply 
of hose. | 

We have had two fire alarms since our last report 
both companies responded promptly. The first a 
Picker house near Brick mill, belonging to Richard- 
son & Pease, asmall building, fire very quickly 
extinguished. 

The second, Jan. 19, the present year, the Catholic 
Church. When discovered the fire had made such 
progress before the steamer got to work that it was 
impossible to save the building. The Torrent Co. 
set their machine and laid their hose but could not 
reach the building, consequently did not start their 
machine, many of the company remaining and to- 
gether with Steamer Co. did exeellent service in 
saving other buildings which were less than twenty 
feet from the church. It was the coldest night of 
the Winter and the men with almost heroic effort 
kept the Steamer at work over seven hours, mean- 
while the hose nearly filled with ice and was in such 
condition when the machine stopped that it took 
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the men several hours to put it in condition for 
service. 

We think we have an efficient fire department 
and for the good of our town there shouldbe a 
lively interest maintained to keep it so.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


Mea Lia 
To the Citeizens of Marlboro : 

Once more your school board is called upon to 
present their annual report of the condition and 
standing of your public schools. What you want are 
facts which will exhibit the working of the present 
school system. It is pleasant for your school board 
to be able to assert that progress has been made in 
the schools during the last financial year. Con- 
trasting the present with the past of a decade ago, 
we discover that decided advancement has been 
made, especially in systematizing and classification. 
For this reason more and better work in the same 
time has been done. The pupils are coming to see 
more and more that the special object in going to 
school is to learn to think. Until they reach this 
stage, they will never accomplish what they should 
in the school-room in the way of preparing them- 
selves for any ideal life-work. 

Our schools have been in session during the year 
thirty-six weeks, placing them, as to time on the 
same footing with the leading schoolsin Massachu- 
setts, or in the better class of towns in our state. 

We are convinced that in a less number of weeks 
students are unable to achieve what they should in 
the period allotted them to attend school. It is 
known that some take the ground that this is too 
long time for the average pupil to be kept in school. 
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Such, as a general thing are taking an occupative 
instead of an educative view of the subject, and are 
disposed to value their children according to what 
they can earnin dollars and cents. Such do not 
feel the responsibility resting upon them to see that 
their children are properly trained and educated.’ 

Should this class carry the day, what would socie- 
ty be in the course of a few years? What would 
be the quality of manhood and womanhood ? We 
know it would be extremely selfish, the big fish 
eating up all the little ones. It is hoped that the 
town will henceforth continue upon this basis, for it 
has been proved beyond a doubt to be the cor- 
rect one, and if worked judiciously, it will keep 
Marlboro’ on a par with any other town of its size 
and wealth in the state.

We are convinced that the town system is the one 
just suited to meet the present wants and ought to 
be put into full operation throughout the state. It 
is truly democratic, looking to the education of all 
the children. It tends to level up, not down, as did 
the district system. Our schools are now reduced 
to the minimum number to meet present demands. 

However, we should keep in mind that whenever 
a school becomes reduced to a less number than ten 
pupils, that school should be given up and its schol- 
ars assigned to some other and a larger one. This 
will prove to be the best for the pupils and saving 
of money. In school matters we should be zealous 
in striving for the welfare of the whole people. 

The town system is the one that was first estab- 
lished in the settlement of our country and seems 
to be the only one that can result in its operation in 
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equality and justice to all. Since by experience we 
have come to appreciate it, we are certain that it 
has come to stay, until it shall be supplanted by 
something better.

The graded system, as it is termed, is another 
modern help which has come to aid us in our educa- 
tional movements like many other recent’ inven- 
tions in art and mechanics. As we examine the 
latter we wonder how the world got onso long with- 
out them; this is especially the case with steam and 
electricity. So we can but marvel how our schools 
succeeded as well as they did in the old haphazard 
confusion of studying and reciting lessons just as 
they chance tocome. For the most part the schol- 
ars selected their own studies and went as far in 
them as they pleased. Often there would be the 
greatest variety of text-books in the same school 
and about as many classes as there were different 
books. Under it pupils would be beginning each 
new session in about the same place in arithmetic, 
geography, grammar, reading and spelling. But 
now how different; from the primary through the 
intermediate, grammar and high school, there are 
regular stepsto be taken, and if the teaching is com- 
plete, finished mental work is being done through 
the different grades, thereby having a time and 
place for each study and every branch coming inso 
as to meet the actual wants. This trains the pupil 
to be orderly and systematic, preparing him to be 
successful in his calling whatever that may be. 

This system enables the different schools in a town 
to advance in harmony. 

We had two students in number four school last 
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year who completed the grammar school course 
and were promoted with the grammar scholars in 
the village and were admitted into the high school 
in good standing, and next June there will be three 
more in number three school, who will be promoted 
with credit to themselves and to the high school. 
Let the young become enlightened, trained and 
cultured afterthis manner and they will be developed 
into noble characters.

Anything that will enlist and increase interest on 
the part of the parents, is certainly to be gladly 
welcomed. While we have no mallet, or thumb- 
screw to apply to any for neglect in visiting the 
schools, nevertheless, it is to be deeply regretted, 
that more watchful care is not exercised over them; 
for we know of no successful business anywhere that 
is not diligently looked after. What merchant 
would think of carrying on trade without frequently 
visiting his establishment, examining the books and 
learning that hisemployees were faithful and honest ? 
or what banker desists from visiting his bank and 
learning particulars as to the debits and credits? 
Or what farmer will turn off his stock to pasture 
in the spring and summer and then neglect to go 
to see them as often as once in two weeks to salt 
the cows and horses? The faithful tiller of the soil 
seldom forgets his animals, or fails to supply their 
- wants; yet how frequently he fails for years to visit 
the school in which his children are being educated. 
Of course no harm is intended by this neglect, 
still often great injury is occasioned by it. 

Could parents now and then see their children in 
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school and have interviews with the teachers, they 
would actually know how and what their children 
were accomplishing in school. They would be able 
to decide, who would be to blame in case the 
children should dislike teacher and school; or should 
they get disciplined they would be slow in siding - 
against the teacher. Now keeping away from ‘it 
and having an ear to hear the complaints of pupils, 
is quite likely to delude and cause parents to take 
a stand directly against themselves and the good 
of their children. 

Political and religious matters are never treated 
in this manner, why should our schools suffer such 
a neglect? It must be because parents do not 
appreciate them and do not fully feel that they are 
bound to give their children a perfected common 
school education. ~ 

We are glad for the interest manifested in our 
schools, but deeply regret that any parents should 
not only keep away themselves from the schools 
but should keep their children out to work, or for 
the most trifiling excuses allow them to:remain at 
home and thus lose what they cannot regain and 
at the same time injure other ‘students with whom 
they are ‘associated. The result of such proceed- 
ings is loss of time and waste of money. The last 
year has been an unfortunate one as it regards 
absences. Sickness and the small-pox scare have 
occasioned most of them; however, the truant 
officer has too often been required to go after some 
few boys, inclined to play the truant. In most cases 
it has turned out that the parents were most to 
blame for such happenings. Now parents that will 
not look after children so as to keep them in school, 
will not help build up the town, for their children 
will grow up in ignorance and always be servants 
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to what their hands may find to do. The flesh will 
rule the mind, catsing them frequently to express 
more beast than rational life. Should this order of 
things gain the ascendance, who would wish to live 
in Marlboro’? It is to be hoped that in the ensuing 
year our town will see a great improvement in this 
regard. 

The new law respecting school attendance makes 
it compulsory for all children of school age to be in 
school whenever in session until they shall be past 
twelve years of age. It will be difficult to evade 
this law. 

If parents will only realize the responsibility 
placed upon them by God, requiring them to educate 
their children so as to render them blessings and 
ornaments to society, they will be very slow in 
permitting them to remain out of school; yea, rather 
they will do their utmost to give them a thorough 
education.

Teaching has come to be a profession, requiring 
special preparation to render it a success; and after 
one has entered upon it, he must do his best in 
order to keep up with the forward movement, or 
he will be left behind. This is to be done by 
reading the new books on pedagogy, the educational 
journals, attending institutes and summer schools. 

It is required of teachers now to be masters of 
what they teach, so as to be able to recite the 
lessons, or ask and answer the questions pertaining 
to them. This qualification should be required of 
all teachers. The untrained instructor is almost 
certain to practise the “pouring in system,’ and 
the “drawing out system,’ which in the past have 
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wrought such mischief in our schools. 

It is pleasant to note that the teachers in our 
schools from the primary to the high have given 
proof of loyalty and devotion to the cause in which 
they have been engaged. There have been made 
but two changes in teachers during the last year, 
and these places have been filled by competent 
instructors. The teaching in the main has been 
thorough and the different grades have gone over 
the required amount to fit them for promotion. In 
some instances not as much attention has been 
given to the speller and mental arithmetic as should 
be. No speller should be left till it has been so 
mastered that every word in it can be pronounced 
and spelled correctly. The difficult words in the 
reading lessons should be studied and pronounced 
with care before any attempt is made in reading 
the same. Reading is done to express thought and 
sense and this cannot be done without being ready 
to pronounce every word as it shall be presented. 
Stopping to spell the word, or failing to know its 
correct pronounciation, breaks up the sense and 
therefore thwarts the object 1n view, which is to 
render good reading, good talking. The tendency 
is to advance pupils into too hard reading and so 
they stumble over words, doing any thing but 
really reading. This hobbling along and blundering 
over hard words is what have kept pupils back and 
hindered them from becoming good readers. 


It is a serious question whether it is ever best to 
let pupils correct one another. When this is done, 
it is seldom, the essential errors are touched and 
the good points emphasized; at least the sense of 
the piece is ignored and triffling things are mag- 
nified. So we feel that a teacher by some device 
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should know that the pupils, as they shall come to 
read, do know how to pronounce and define all the 
words in the lesson. Then they will be prepared 
to read naturally, bringing out the fullsense. This 
can and should be done. 

Then, too, mental arithmetic should be pursued 
till it has been mastered. A student cannot do 
first-class work in written arithmetic until he has 
become an adept in mental arithmetic. 

Moreover, the little things as they are termed in 
spelling and reading, which pertain to diacritical 
marks, to sounds of vowels and consonants, accent, 
dipthongs and thripthongs, silent and obscure letters 
' should be carefully noticed. | 

The teachers for the most part have done what 
they could in ornamenting their schoolrooms and 
keeping them neat and inviting, and have looked 
after the books to see that they were not injured by 
misuse or carelessness. The closets also must be 
looked after by teachers and direction given to 
janitors that they may do their full duty in keeping 
things about the school cleanly and in order. 

The registers have been usually duly kept and 
filled out. Too much care cannot be exercised in 
this direction, for 1f one item is wrong a correct 
report cannot be returned to the state. It is desired 
that the teachers shall be very particular to have 
their registers fully and completely filled out. 

The true teacher will aim to develop the minds 
and characters of his pupils, rendering them 
thinkers and doers. The ancient Persian teacher 
aimed to make his disciples fond of the simple 
virtues; the old Athenian, at the love of beauty; 
but the American teacher should always aim at the 
development of the whole individual, being alive 
and determined to achieve the exalted work.

As we have seen the pupils of the different grades 
in their school work, we have been impressed with 
the feeling that they were endeavoring to do their 
best to learn and help make prosperous schools. 

The idea that used to be somewhat rife that 
children went to school to have a heigh-ho time 
has become obsolete. It is fast becoming a fact 
that pupils on going to school are bound to govern 
themselves thé same as at home, and if they fail in 
this, the parent is the one to deal with them, setting 
themright. {tis true that a portion of the authority 
is delegatéd to the teacher but the parent is the one 
mainly responsible for the conduct of his child so 
long as he is a4 minor. This truth should be most 
fully recognized. 

The pupils usually have manifested a kind spirit 
towards teacher and one another. This being true 
there have been but a few instances the past year 
fequiring severe discipline. Weare sorry to report 
that there has been sore whispefing in two or three 
of the schools to theif injufy. We trust this will 
hot be tolerated at all another term, for it is sure 
to retard instead of helping forwatd: many evils 
follow in its trail, as fickleness, inattention and 
general disofder. Wé never knew a persistant 
whisperer to bécome an excellent scholar. The 
work in thé schoolroom should tend to cultivate 
concentration of thought, steadiness of mind and 
its confinement to a subject till mastered. Those 
pupils that persist in communicating in school, 
should not be allowed to remain in it, till they shall 
become willing to desist from it and be ready to do 
their best to help make a good school. 

The striking drawback to our schools the past 
year has been occasioned by absences. Most of 
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these have been occasioned by unavoidable sickness 
by vaccination, or by parents keeping their children 
at home to work. By this means they have lost 
standing, which can never be made up. Leta pupil 
stay out for a day, or a week and on his return he ° 
can but realize he has fallen behind his class and if 
he persist in being out occasionally, he is certain to 
become discouraged and forced into a lower class. 

This is likely to dishearten and cause the, bright 
boy or girl to desist from securing a commendable 
education. This matter of vital importance should 
be duly considered and weighed by parents that 
the defect may be removed to the fullest extent; 
for about one-fourth of the school money the 
current year has been wasted through absences. 
Our town has been more afHicted with this mistake 
than most of the surrounding towns. If we desire 
to rank well in the cause of education this evil must 
be remedied. 

During one term in the village some of the boys 
of the fifth and sixths. grades undertook to smoke 
and use tobacco on the streets and aboutthe school 
grounds, but they soon desisted from it, as they 
learned that they could not remain in school and 
follow up the bad habit. This was a work that the 
parents of these boys should have done. 

So far as we could ascertain the boys generally 
have been very free from using profane and obscene 
language about the schools. Let parents and 
teachers do their duty and all improprieties on the 
part of the young would soon cease to exist, Our 
village and town should not allow any roughs and 
rogues togrow up within its limits. Let all our towns- 
men dotheir duty tothe young in their midst and they 
will grow up cultured in mind and noble in heart. 

At present too many are practising sins of 
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omission, and so will look on and see youths going 
to destruction without lifting a finger or speaking 
a word to rescue and save them from rushing to 
destruction. Love of selfish approbation and a 
lack of conscientious motives are the causes of many 
downfalls. Christianity does not count much with 
too many. , ) 

The students in the high school have done them- 
selves credit, especially during the present school 
year. The class that is to graduate next June, will 
be a good one as to rank in scholarship and 
deportment. It is highly gratifying to see the 
advanced students in our schools, setting worthy 
examples to those in lower classes, who are 
following after them, The coming into school- 
rooms through the halls and the dismissals should 
be done very quietly and in perfect order. It isa 
great honor to a town to graduate from its schools 
truly cultured, faithful, moral and christian students. 
Such live in their works and their works do them 
honor. | 

Music is now a branch taught in our schools. 
Most of the students take an interest in it and 
have made advancement in studying and practising 
it. The time has come when it seems necessary 
for every young person to know how to read music 
and to sing,if the voice is right for it. This serves 
to train mind and voice. For one to have success 
in music, it is not enough for him to sing and play 
an instrument by rote. Such a one cannot boast 
of his much talent in this direction any more than 
could the man who prided himself upon his great 
musical ability, boasting that he knew two tunes; 
one was Old Hundred and the other wasnt. It is 
hoped that the high school the coming term may 
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be able to do more in this direction than it has thus 
far during the school year. 

Teachers meetings have been held every few 
weeks for the last two terms. The subjects dis- 
cussed in papers and addresses have had direct 
bearing upon school matters, intended to aid the 
teachers in their work. These meetings are to be 
continued during the spring term, believing them 
to be suggestive and truly helpful, Some, of the 
papers will be read at the forthcoming educational 
meetings, Two of these meetings have already 
been held and two others would have come off 
before this, had it not been for the threatenings of 
the small-pox, which shut up the town hall during 
February against holding any public meetings in it, 


CONCLUSION. 


Let our public schools be places where the young 
shall be taught how to think, how to live, how to 
eat, how to breathe, how to exercise and how to be 
true and noble. Let us not imitate the yankee, 
who was accused of eating pudding and milk with 
two spoons, and who was always in such a hurry 
about everything that he never did anything well. 

We have too many, who want everything dis- 
patched with lightning speed. They would like 
to have their boys and girls go to sleep at night 
and wake in the morning Daniel Websters and 
Harrier Beecher Stowes. This hurry and flurry 
are certain to render students superficial, giving 
them a smattering of many things and a real 
knowledge of nothing. It isa blessing that there 
is no short cut toa good education; it must be 
earned, to be possessed. It is like the oak, a tree 
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of slow growth. True education concerns the body, 
head and heart. It at length produces the round, 
full and complete man, or woman. Inthe scramble 
for the mental and physical, the moral and christian 
must not be forgotten. To be good is better than | 
to be simply learned, but to be wise and good is 
best of all. Letus work for our common schools 
to make them good, better and best. This will be 
striking sparks red hot from the altar of God to 
burn forever. Recalling the past we must know 
that every pure word spoken and righteous deed 
done in behalf of education will prove a benediction 
upon it. In all our movements we must be 
philanthropic; we must not labor for ourselves 
alone but for the good of the whole. To have the 
home, the church and nation what we wish them 
to be, our public schools must do their highest and 
best work. Henceforth let us always love, cherish 
and support them, rendering them as beacons, set 
upon our hills, to guide the young in the ways of 
virtue, wisdom and eternal life.

6.—To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for decorating the soldiers’ graves, or act 
in any manner in relation thereto. 

7.—To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of electric lights, or act in 
any manner in relation thereto, 

8.—To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money for the purpose of paying off the town debt, 
or act in any manner in relation thereto.

9.—To see if the town will vote to lay a hard 
wood floor in the town hall and selectmen’s room, 
appropriate money for the same, or act in any man- 
ner in relation thereto. 

10.—To see if the town will vote to have the 
names of the soldiers, who enlisted from Marlbo- 
rough for the Civil War, engraved on the soldiers’ 
monument, appropriate money for the same, or act 
in any manner in relation thereto. 

11.—To see if the town will' vote to choose a 
special police officer for the streets, appropriate 
money for the maintainance of the same, or act in 
any manner in relation thereto. 

12.—To see if the town will vote to build a side- 
walk on. Terrace street and erect and maintain two 
or more electric lights on said street, appropriate 
money for the same, or act in any manner in relation 
thereto. 

13.—To see if the town will vote to procure a new 
set of scenery for the town hall stage, appropriate 
money for the same, or act in any manner in 
relation thereto. 

14.—To see if the town will vote to change the 
spelling of the town, dropping the last three letters 
making it Marlboro, or act in any manner in relation 
thereto. 

15.—To see if the town will vote to put electric 
lights in the Frost Free. Library, or act in any 
manner in relation thereto.
